To an advocate of the 
liberty of tbe praag this complaint assninw 
acoftokawcet Tbe Dablln Evening Mall pro- 
teHs aga i n s t O'Eseflie being coopered as a 
type of tbe “ Literary Man ’’ in Ireland.

Tbe latter has been won- 
derfnlly snccesslul in London, and propuaes to 
remain there. 

Mr. WalkrThombory has written a novel 
entitled “Gieatbeart— A Story of Modem Life.”

TiBtes, one of ibe ablest moutbpiecM of radi- 
calism, and one of tbe most outspoken oppo- 
utnts ol tbe I’resldent’s policy, infoims ns that 
‘the relMiODs between congress and tbe Presi- 
dent are cot only becoming lesri and less agree 
able, bat are iiertcptibly wearing toward war." 
The war, it tells os, will begin when the Fresi- 
dcLt vetoes the District negro suffrage bill. It 
says the radicals are layiug in ammunition, and 
adds: 

The fight, therefore, which is impending, 
l>romiaes to be extreme and acrimonioas; and 
in reUliAlioii lor the apprehended vetoes, the 
radical majority is already suggesting a cam- 
paign of rei rUals, and laying in their ammu- 
nition.

These tactics 
would vlrtnolly reduM the President to a mere 
cypher; and as Con|yes8 will go on with the 
re^ar work of legislation, and kee]) passing 
and sending wholesome and necessary bills to 
the Presidtui for signatare. it is not easy to con- 
ceive how he CA retaliate u]>on Congress, by 
refusing to co-operate with it on such bills, 
witboBt arousing the indignat'ion of tbe country. 
It would seem, tberciore, that the President 
must have the worst of iL in av {litched battle 
with the mxjority of CongreM;'Ad it would 
also seem, as if he had already canvassed the 
dAgers ol the situation, bv not venturing to 
coD-ign to the mercy of the innate, an appointee 
to the New York CoUeciorsbip, or any new 
nomlnatioi to bis CabineL Tbe solii'i on of tbi- 
probleffl of impending war, however, is near at 
band. The District ol Columbia BiU, if carried 
by the 8ena.e as it stAds, will be titber the 
gage of battle, or tbe dive branch to him who 
that mtjority is still willing shonid remain their 
cHef; and as the President decide;, will there be 
IK ace or striie.

SFEEC'H OF IfON. JAMF.S GlTHRir. IN THE SEN- 
ATE OF THE l .NirED STATES, FEBKI AKY'L 
]si?6_8l,lVEItV DiaTROYED AND THE CONS TI- 
TLTIONAL AMENDMENT BINDING. 

Mr President: I have a verv distinct con- 
viction in my mind that this bill U not war- 
ranUil by the Constitution, and Is not WArautt d 
by good |>olicy and sound statesmanshiii; but 
St tbis hour I esnnot do justice to the subject 
nor to myself by going into it. However, I 
will make a few remarks to satisfy tbe gentle- 
man frem Illinois that my objections to tbis 
bill are well tonndA, and auch as I believe in, 
and such as I I>elleve the countiw will com! to. 

It is «ow nine months since the war has 
ceasA- The rebellion has been crushed. Tne 
Aoptirn of the amendment to tbe Cunstitu’.iun 
by tbe rc-iinisiie number of States has been aii- 
nonncA by tbe only anthoritv that hA the 
right to announce It, the Secretary of Stale. 
Bat lietore it was anuouncA thi.i bill was con- 
cocted. not exactly in its present fo.-m, and it 
has been p.ogressive, changing like the cha- 
meleon. 

Now, what is ihe pretense lor the pa.<’age of 
tbe t'ill.- It is found in the Couaiii'juonal 
-\met.dmtnt abOii^hmg slavery in these words; 

“Neither shivery nor involuntary servitude, 
excti't aa a pnnisbment tor crime wbeieof the 
I'lrly sbiU liave been dnl.r convicted, iholl ex- 
ict in the United Slates, or iu any place su ije-'t 
to itcir junAiction." 

The nation has acceplA that amendment; it 
is the language of tbe naUon. My doctrine is 
that slavera exists no longer in ibis countr' ; 
that it is tmpo.asible to exist in tbe face of that 
priTvisior; and with slavery fell the laws of all 
tbe States providing for slavery — every one of 
tb( m. 1 do not sa what benefit can arise from 
lepcaling them by this bill, beciase If they are 
not repealed by the Constitution as amendA 
tbis bUl could not repeal tbem. I ho]>e that 
all the States in which slavery formerly exLsiA 
will accept that ccinstitnlional provision in good 
faith. I m.' self accept it in goA faith. Believ- 
ing that all the laws anthorizing slave: y have 
fallen, 1 have AvisA tbe people of Kentnckr, 
and I would Arise all tbe States, to put th m 
A fricans u[>on the same tooting that the whites 
are in relation to civil rights. Tnev have all 
the riebls that were formerly accordA to the 
frtc coiutA ['Opnlatiuu in all tbe States just a; 
tally tbis day as they will have after tins b'dl 
ha. passed, acd they will continue to have 
them. 

Now to the Slatq^ lielong tbe government of 
their own ixipulatiou, and those within their 
borders, njion all snbjAte. We, in Kentuck. , 

I reeciibe punishment for those who violate the 
laws; we presaibe it for the white popnlation: 
we preset ibe it for the free African population, 
and we prescribe it for the slave popuIaUun. 
Ail the laws prescribing punishment for slaves 
fell with slavery, and they were subject alic"- 
ward only to the |>enalt!cs which were Intilcted 
ui>on the fiee colorA population, they then 
being frA. Slaves, for many offenses,' we e 
punished far less than the free' colorA peopD. 
No slave was sent to the j>enlteBti:iry and pne- 
ishA fur stealing or anything of that kind, 
wbeiess a Iia person woe. Bat all these States 
will now, of course. remAel their laws 
upon the subject of offense; I would advise 
mat there should be but one code for all per- 
sons, black as well as white; that there shall 
be tbe general rule for the punishment ol crime 
in the differect States. But, sir, the States 
muH have time to act on the subject ; and vet 
we are here prejiaring laws and penalties, and 
proiKjsing t > carry them into execution by mil- 
iiaiy autbcriiy before the States have bad time 
to leg'islotc, and even before some of their 
Legislatures hare hA lime to convene 1 lUink 
tbe Stales of tbis Union are entitled to some 1 1- 
Ue consideration before you inflict military 
goveremeut upon tbem, which tbis bill does. 
The first section of this bill aiieaii>ts to re]ieal 
all the Slate laws Ad to enact new laws for 
them, the eulorcement of which is i>ui in new 
bands : and the fourth oeciion creates an army 
of iulotmers aud spies to seek out those who 
offend agaisst this law, and to prosecute them 
at the tx[iense of the UnltA States. The pre- 
tense tor ] afsing such a measure as this is 
found in tbe second section of the con Hiiut onal 
amendment abolishing slavery, and which de- 
clates that — 

“ Congress shall have power fo en force this 
article by appropriate legislmiun. “ 

Sir, the American |iAi>le are the most law- 
aliding pc (>ie on the face of the earth. It 
Ibeie was un at',cn.]>t to enslave an AfricA 
after the pa.— age ul mis Consiituiioual Amend- 
ment, the will ot habeas corpus wonld relieve 
him, and sMoon as the courts had declare! the 
law on thi; subject, there would be a geueral 
obedience to it. Those Individual coses ol out- 
rage and wrong that no government cm pro- 
vide against might occasionally occur, and no 
donbt would occur. Now, is it fair to lbe.<s 
Slates that we should take them up on sn*- 
I'icicn Ad put tbem under a military despoti-im 
ID order to enforce this law? According to mv 
undentanding of tbe Constitution of the UaicA 
SiaUB and the scdm of tbe people who adopted 
this Constitutional Amendment, they never in- 
lendA to turn over the Boite government and 
subject them to the dominion o? Congress. 

Now, what is the result of this ^1? It en- 
forces through its own officers and throngh its 
own sgAts a proseention of the ettizens who in- 
fract it, or commit what they suppose is an in- 
fraction of it, in favor ot the' black population, 
Ad in lavor of tbe black popnlation onl'-; tak- 
ing It for granted throughout that the wrong 
Is on tbe side of tbe white man alone; making 
no provision for prosecuting a blMk man for 
any crime that be may commit against a white 
mA. 1 say it never was the intention of the 
CoDutitotion that these Slates should be subject 
to Congress; that we ehouid have one se. of 
I fficers prosecnling tbe white man, and the 
officers ot the State prosecntlng the colored 
man for offenses committed by him. Under 
tbe pretense ot giving elfect to the freedom of 
the slave, yt ubave organizA a system that is 
coc;UnUy iutetlering with the citizens ot the 
States, briaging them before yoartribnnalsaA 
iloestioniDg them whenever they attempt t j ea- 
lorA a law against a blKk man. 

Sir, if 1 km w myself, I am dcterminA, in 
cany ing oni the amendment of the Conatitu- 
tioc, to do as equal justlA to the black man as 
to the while msn in all respects; but I am not 
willing to believe, and 1 do not believe, that 
there Is any authority under it to overturn the 
Slate government!, and [icrmlUiDg the FAeral 
Government to i a into the Slates to make 
laws on this subject when it enters into tlie 
States for nothing else. 1 tell yon, gentlemen, 
is is my firm conricUon that it can lead to 
nothing but strife and ill-feeling, which will 
grow Ad continue to l^w. Where it will 
end, GA only knows. The time will not al- 
ways be that the citizens will be content that 
tbe State governments should be interferA 
with, and that there shonid be in each S'mte two 
self of police officers, one to punish those who 
commit what they iiresnme to be ottensea 
sgalnst tbe Africans, and another to punish tbe 
Atrican tor his crimes under the Slate laws, 
Ad that punicliment should be mAe the pre- 
tense ot picseculing the white mau in vour 
courts. 'The thing will not work; it ought nut 
to work; Ad it never should have btsen intro- 
ducA heie. It is not necessary to secure the 
treedom of the African. Slavery does not exist. 
The ordinary process Ad proc^ing of law b 
ample for bis protection. But when you over- 
turn the State Governments, interfere' by vonr 
legi;lailon with their laws, snpersAc their 
courts, keep np a conftant coutcu'Jon between 
the individuals and the tribnnols, yon are de- 
stroying the unity of this Government, and the 
purposes for which the Suites were formA. 

lu this simple view of the subject, I consider 
that there is no warrant in the Constiintion tor 
such legislation as this, and it is impossible 
tbM there sLonld be, and besides it wi'l bo tbe 
most impolitic law that ever was paseA The 
geDtlemnD from Illinois says that tbis is eimply 
a bill ]>roviding that all persons shall have their 
riiibu. I might return the compliment bv sav- 
ing that It is simply a bill declaring that we 
have tstulili'hA a miillarv despotism, and the 
iawB aie to be enforced at the ^int of the bav- 
i.neL This bill, and the one pssiA lost week, 
invube nillitnry power everywhere, and 
thiow the protection of the military over 
anvibing. Gentlemen, is that a proper 
Arwer to thi'^ war, t > the gallantry of our offi- 
ce) s Ad soldiers, and to tbe hope of tbe Amcr- 
ean people that we should have a restored 
Union ? b it a proper answer to those who 
have lent yon their money, and whom you yet 
owe, to sow this c Ase of diseensioa between 
tbe Slates, tbis pestering interference that will 
lead to t issension, and God knows what elec 
it will leA to ? I sav that tbis bill, aa well a; 
the kindr A measure passed last week, should no 
te i'a<«A on account of economy. It should 
not be pa(:>A on account of your crAitors. 
How mAv creditors have yon now knocking 
at your diiois fur money and properly seizA 
and pul into >uur Treasury, whom yoii ctnnut 
]>ay, whom you are afraid to make appro,>r a- 
lions lor ? And yet you are taking by these 
bills more money from tbe Treasury than would 
pay {irobably the princi(ial of the debt due to 
these men. Is it just to the creditors to whom 
you owe tbl; money that you should leave tb'lr 
cisioife ULselticd, and, that you should attempt 
to carry on inis Goverumeul by such legAa- 
lion as'tbl- ? 

GentK men. I am not going to Inflict a long 
ttieecb upon you. Kentucky ha:i had her share 
of talking here, and, sir, she has bad her share 
ol enffeiitig duting this war. At one time she 
wss invaded by three armies of the rebellion; 
all bnt seven or eight connties of tbe S.nte at 
one lime wen- occnplA by U.s armies, and her 
whole territory devastated by guerrillas. We 
have suffered iu tbis war. Wc have borne It as 
t est we cciuld We feci it intensely that now, 
at tbe end o! tbe war, we should be subjectA 
to a military despotism, our bouses liable to be 
enter A at sny time when our families are Lt 
rest by military men who can arrerl aud send tie 
to prisTin without warrAt, and we are oblig d 
to go, and we are ubIigA to pay any fines tuec 
may im|K>se I do not believe that xon will 
lose aByibing if you pause tiefore ptssiug su h 
egirlati-n a- this, and cstabiUbiug ifo.-se uini- 
itary desp*-ii.-ms, for we do not know wh>.i , they 
aie to end.

THE NEWS FROM SPAIN. 

[Madrid (Jan. H‘j Cjrn'ipaiid'SiHe Ifondcn F-itt.] 

In the Congress of I>ei>iities, on Saturday 
evening, up-on the Home Minister, Senor Posa- 
da Ilcrrara. being asked what truth there was 
in the reiiorts ot disasters in the Pacific, aud 
what mtoieu res the Goreiumeni are prepared 
to adopt, wiib a view to uphold tbe honor of 
tbe Spanish flag in those waters, he AswerA 
by giving fnil confirmation to the reports ot the 
loss of the CuvAcnga, and Pareja's suicide, aid 
added that “ the Government were determined 
to adopt all measures which could be cd 
any avail toward the reparation of these misfor- 
tunes. I'he Minister could not at that moment 
exi>Iain to the Congress what those measures 
Were to be, bnt be could give his assurance that 
the present Mici-tera were dinxMcJ to do every- 
thing that c mid be done by a goverument bent 
ui>oD upholding tbe honor ol tbe Spanish flag 
and defending the interests no less than tbe 
lights of the nation'’ — words which any gov- 
ernment would consider themselves bosnd to 
ntlcr under similar circnmstAces, and upon 
which they would also, alterward, reserve to 
t’oemfc ve's the right ol putting such construc- 
tion as best suited their purpose. 

Far less guard A and m Aerate is the Ian - 
guage of the publi ; i>rcss on this subject ai\ s 
t..e Espanol: 

“In the military museum of Santiago there 
lie tbe slx.y gurs which once at med tbe Spanish 
trigate Iraiiol. Tbete guns must be bronghl on 
bOAd the Villa de MArid. In the Cathedral of 
Santiago has been laid the Spanish flog, which 
waTA prondlr on the mainmast of the Cava- 
doi'ga. That flag, emblem of onr honor, sym 
bol of onr greatness, that holy cloth in which 
tbe Commander Ferry ought to have been 
wrap[A, must be tom from the nava of that 
cathedral Ad hoisted on the Esmeralda. There 
must be neither truce nor quarter; |wherever a 
Chilian vessel may float there must be a Span- 
ish vessel determined to board her. to sink her; 
wherever a palace, a house, a hut, inhabited bv 
these bastard children of ours, by these parri- 
cides, may be seen, there, utHm that [lalace, 
upon that honse, upon that hut, miut the 
Spanish shell lall '' 

Ihe PabeiloD Nadonal, though less violent, 
is no less detcrminA. It says: 

“We have been, jicrbaps. the most consU'-ent 
in onr wishes that the Hispanu Cniiian contest 
should terminate through an honorable com- 
promise; but now that bostiliUes nave broke 
out on the part of those who were once our 
sons and are now our most Inveterate foes, let 
there be no parley except through tbe mouths 
of our cannon; let our si|Uadroa be install Jy 
reinlotccd, and let us ]>rovc by a terrible ex- 
ample that Spain puts up with insults f^rom 
not (xly, aud that she is not bound to show con- 
fiderat'ion for any country iu the wo. Id, which, 
relying npen her rigut, she acis njiun bur own 
accf.nnt, with her own means aud resources, 
wiihcut wauling or asking ueip Lorn anybodv. 
Tbe hour for mcdi'.aion aud tresiici must nut 
come till after victory. ” 

1 shall not multiiiiy quotations to the same 
effect, such as one couid take onl of aijv of the 
twenty papers still Kurviving out ot the tweuty- 
-even which, jirevious to the pro'-' mation of 
the stale ol siege, c nstituied toe -ny press of 
-Madrid. In the same uncompromising aud 
implacable toue do all the pruwuciai periAl- 
cals convey their sentiment-: 

“Let the Chiliana look out for squalls, for 
Spain is ot oiie mind as to their exterminatiou; 
and let France, Emgland, and toe UniiA S ates 
bold aloof, for whoever comes between Si>a!n 
and her foe, is Spam’s foe."

Tbe danger appears 
now nnder'what may be deemed a more tangi- 
h'e form and on a for more formidable scale 
It tbe Cbilians have iron clads afloat, it is but 
natural for tbs Spaniards to Imagine thev can 
only have (irocnrA them eiibcr in F.u*;Uk<i m 
tbe United States; and If either of these coun- 
tries, or both, is o^n to the offers of toe bighrst 
bidder. If any of toe belligerents may apply tor 
tbelr wAlike and naval stores to the extent of 
his cAh or credit, what becomes of the vauntA 
superiority of tbe SpanUh mAiilme armament? 
Will not Chilian copper and Pernvian gutno 
have greater weight on tbe Liverpool and New 
York markets than !>panisb passives or csrtiii- 
cales?

Pbofits Ol Pp.otectioh.— A few days ago a 
statement ai>peared in tbe H-titford Times that 
the Tbrad Works at WUlUmantic, Conn, are 
tbe meet extensive in tbe country, and tbat 
tbeir new mill, four hundred feet long, five 
stories high and built of granite, costly as it is, 
fOf luiU of the compaiis't profit of over three 
hundred per cent vi>h«nt dltturhng their capital, 
which U now a million of dollars. 

The edltorof tbe Times further remsrke.l 
that “thread that used to cost the needle- 
woman four cents a spool now cost'- ten 
_ue same as the imported English thread 
of J A P. Coals. One reason why Coats's 
thread works more smoothly on the ins- 
chite. and is belter liked than ours, is in the 
fact that the greater dampneas of the EogUsb 
c'imsie If more tavorable than our dry air to 
f I'int ing coilcu. Again, the highly electric con- 
dition cl the atmo^]>bete of the western world 
is probably unfavoiable to the necessary com- 
paclntkS and smocthness songht for in the fsb- 
ticaiion ot this article: tbe strands and fibers 
being more inclined to rough up and 'fly off.' ” 

We find the following icriinent remarks in a 
letter to the New York Evening Post on the ef- 
fect of high protcertive duties as shown in the 
piesenl iusiuncc: 

Here is a msnu'aclure which, fr-im pbvsica. 
causes, (snnot be brought to perfection in this 
coouiry; but which, by enormou.* t>roiection, 
bas beec made to pay' three hundred per cent 
prohL Fi«cific and (id vciA rem duties b a ve been 
piled ui on each other to keep out the butter 
goods made ic climates adapted to this deU:ate 
work. Ihe tariff on imported threads has been 
raised until it is equal lo seventy per cent on 
the cost. The tax on domestic is six per cent, 
and all this difference is for the fijstering of 
such enterprises as this, whtr.by a single com- 
pany has within the past three years aceumu 
iaied a uiiiiion of dollars, besides budding a 
very costly factory. Who pa vs for ii.» Tne 
poor needlewomen of the United States, the 
milliOEs who have to patch and dam to make 
tbeir old clothes hold out through these times 
of high prices. But for theUrifftbe best ol 
threads would now, while gold is 14o, be soltl 
at six corns a apool. 

This does not show the whole extent ol the 
protection. In England the throe-cord glazed 
threade, such as ate mtide by thia companv.cjst 
much less, and are sold at lower prljes.than tbe 
best six curd goods; but here, as the manufac- 
turers ate protected, the sewing-woman must 
pav as mneb lor the one as for the other. 

The revenue of the country ha^ also suffered lo 
pile up thia three hundred i>er cent of profits. 
Spool cotton used to pay an annual revenue of 
half a million in gold Into the trea=urv, now 
the am nnt U much less. 

Such pri tection as this robs tbe revenne and 
robs the poor, but it pays the luckv few three 
hundred tier ( ent. 

RAii.nO.tii Enti rprisks is Noktii Missis* 
Sinn. — The people in the Northeistcm come ' 
of MUsissippi have recently underta’icn two 
railroad enteipriees, which, when completed, 
will do much toward tbe development of the 
icec'urtcs of tbat accUon. One of these is a 
road from luka, on tbe Memphis and Charles- 
ton railroad, in Tishomingo county, to a point 
on the Tennessee river below Eistport. anl 
near the mouth of Yellow Creek, about twelve 
miles distant from the first-named place. It is 
proposed by the Directors to raise among the 
wholesale merchants and other moneyed men 
of St. ].onis, Cairo, Evansville, and Cincinnati 
the fands necessary to build and C|uip the road, 
which Ihev are confident they will be able to 
do, as, in tbeir opinion, the amuiint will not 
exceed one hundred and fifty thoniand dolUrs. 
Dr. Davis, the President of the Company, has 
addressed a circular to the merchauis and man- 
nfacturers of the cities named, in which he 
clearly and forcibly sets forth the advantage* 
they would reap from the road. In the large in- 
crease of their trade with North Mississippi and 
tbe rich section of Alabama lying immediately 
South of tbe Tennessee. 

laka is a pleasant and prosperous tillage, 
and its citizens are generally men of energy 
and enter prise. The road which tbe.v propose 
to bui'd will cost less In its construction than 
the same UngUi of road ordiua ilr doc^ from 
the fact that neither deep cuts nor heavy fills 
will have to be enconucered, the route being 
nearly level for the entire dist-mce. 

The second enu-rprlse refererred to is a road 
fre-m Corinth lo Hamburg, on the Tennessee 
river, for which a charter was secured, before 
the war, we believe, and a part of the grading 
done. The length of the road will be aome 
eighteen or twenty mUes. Corinth must be 
come, at no very distant day, a point of con 
siderable bi.sinass and importance, standing, as 
it does, at the crossing of two of the greatest 
ofourSLUibem railroads. Its citizens ciAim 
that U is dei-tined to become another Atlanta lo 
the rai'idily of its growth and the magnitude of 
its business. The road which they propcss to 
build to the Tennessee will do much to biiog 
about that < nd.

-Mr Brown, of Missouri, reported without 
amene'iiienl a bill to reimburse Miuoari for mo- 
neys expended lor the United Stales in enroll- 
ing, equipping, and provisioning miliUrv forces 
to aid in suppressing the rebellion. It provides 
for tbe appointment of a committee to ascer- 
tain the amonnt so expended since August lAi, 
IWl. It contemplates the payment of the 
troops called oul by the Governor at the re- 
'juesi. order, and consent or concurrence of foe 
Department Commander. It proposes the re- 
duction of the District taxes assessed upon it 
from foe aggregate allowed. The committee is 
required to report to the Secretary of the Treat* 
nry, who shall issne a warrant for snch amount 
as may be due. It appropriates '•1,775,000 lor 
tbe payment. 

.Mr. Pomeroy introduced a bill to revise and 
extend the provisions of aa act granting the 
light of way, and making a grant of land to 
tbe Stales of Arkansss and Missouri to aid ia 
the construction of a railroad from a point 
on the Ohio river opi>oslie its mouth, via Lit- 
tle Rock to tbe boundary near Foltou, in Ar- 
kansas, with branches to' Fart Smith and foe 
Miscissippi river. Such enactment was made in 
ISoo. This bill proposes to extend the provis- 
ions of that act for ten jears , and reserves foe 
public Lunds so granted. It also reserve! all 
lands bereicfore granted to Arkansas for rail- 
ri'kd purposes, or other internal improvements, 
which may remain unsold. It was referred to 
the Goiumiitee on Public -Affairs.

Missouri ia not dispoged to accept 
her apporiionmcut, she claimiuK some millions 
moie man the C’SHriniuee aie willing to allow 
her. Tte maU'jr will be resumed again to- 
morrow. 

Ihe Wavs and Means Committee have re- 
quceted tbi Commisyloner oi Customs to pro- 
I'ose a bill abolishiyr tbe cfHces of Surveyoi 
und Naval Oflicer. Ihe Commisaioner, in a're- 
port which he submitted to the committee, 
showed to their latislaction that these otlices 
conid be aiiolisbed, not only withonl any detri- 
mtnt to tie service, bnt with a verv great sav- 
icg to the Government. They are regarded as 
meie eintcuree, and ought to be dispensed 
with. 

The Menace Judiciary Committee had under 
consideration to day Senator Howard’s bill re 
cruaniy.ing the judiciary of the United State*. 
This bill differs very materially from the bill in- 
troduced by Senators Doolittle and Henderaon. 
It vests all authoritv and Jurisdiction in the Cir- 
cuit Court of the United States, in the UUtrict 
Courts ol tbe United States, abolishing ths 
former. It provides for the establishment, in 
each ol the former, circuits of the United States 
Court*, to lie called the Court of Appeals, which 
shall have jurisdiction of all cares arising In the 
several DiMrict Courts within said circuits re- 
fpeclively, but not original jurisdiction. 

Tbe Tln.es’s Washington ape-ilal says: The 
UDlicd Stales Court of Clsims to*daT docldtAl 
the case of Pierce vs. the United Suites, involv- 
irg the vaUdity of the Fiovd acceptances. The 
dtekion is adverM to the claimanL The opin- 
ion of the Court is that these acceptancee were 
issued without the authority of law for a fraud- 
ulent purpoee, and, therefore, the Government 
is not bound to pay them, although they are in 
tlie hands of the bona fide holders. Over 
$1,700,000, involved in this and other cases, is 
dependent upon the result ot the above de- 
ciskn. 

The Tribune's Waihinglon special savs it is 
rei*orted to day, and seems to be believed bv 
many, tha'.

Ia 
ihis Meziesn bns'nces (larticnlarly, he ha* 
(ila.v* d fast Mid loose so often that we sha'I cot 
njoke ill tbe speech imputed to him by our 
latest foieign re{>orts until we shell see by the 
event whttLcr some shabby nick or otucr, 
whether s me dexterous plsj u{>on word*, is 
not conceubd in bis remarks. 

Fiom tb* beginning to tbe end * fit this Mex- 
ican fxpeci.ion has been prosecuted in a sini?- 
ter and dir.-embbug way. Got nporigiually on 
the piel( > V that it wes to tie a mere redre** ol 
the gtkvai '-(s ot the foieign orediiurs of Mexi- 
co. be lurol England and iipain into the under- 
taking nr.iil the dlFcove'y of its real objects 
revolted the honest instlucts ot iho*c naiions. 
He MXi pii letdf d that tte choica- ot a ruler 
for tlcmn Ivts *huuid be leit to the Mexicau 
pel I’le, hut when the t me came, a Fcion ot the 
lie n.-eul IIi|>Fbnrg was furced upon them at 
the {Hjiul ol Frc nch bayonets. Since tlien ihiu- 
sands cf the tost Mexicans have toen wantonly 
slain bccaiite they would not snbuiit 1 1 thi.'- 
usurpation ol tbeir lative country by a dynailv 
which bad no more right to rule than the fir i 
upstart in ihe ert wd. 

Wten the United Slates togan lo protest 
against the outrage- this 0{>en, unprovoked, 
cruel, and ir.femous asaanit npoc tbe indepen- 
dence ol i.ationr— be wa.* bold enough, wnile 
our civil w :<r lasted, to urge tbe reeognitiua ol 
the rebels even upon Euglaud. in the iute.'csl 
of bis crime; but when the war was over he 
pievaricated and shuffled. For more than a 
vear be has intimated bis willingness to witb- 
diaw bis trco[)s, hut all tbe while has been 
^eEdmg forward re enforcemenie. Now, wuen 
the fiininess ot Fresident Johnsun. susuined 
by the almost unanimous feeling of the (leopie, 
has forced our diplomacy into something like 
decision aid earLestnees, be make) laotber an- 
nouncement ol his pui{ioee to back oat of bis 
iniquity. 

Certainly there is nothing in Ihe words of the 
speech to give ns much assurance. Louis Na- 
poleon says “that preparations are making to 
withdraw the French troo(>s ” He hai said 
that beforr; but what we want to know ia not 
that at some lime or other be iutcedi to tbmk 
about dcvbicg, or piuLderiag, or con::idering,or 
cogitating a plan by which it mu'*, wi'l, sb nUd, 
or can be {•ossible to withdraw bis forces: but 
that th*v will be wiihdrawu at a certain day, 
say tbe Foul tb ol July next. The prjmise. its 
it LOW stuiids, may tnean that he will set 
abeul whbdrawlng them next yexr, or 
the year after, or live jears hence: 
bat lire American {xopde are determined to 
have tbe ereatuns out at once. A crime so 
atiocicns and flagri-nt as that of trampUng out 
the lite of a nation, of supplanting tree repub- 
lican instiiutions by a foul desiiolism, dog out 
of tbe muck of European decay, is nut a crime 
with wbieb we can dally. Our Governmeot 
must tell the per{-(tratore of it to be off in- 
stantly, with their entire crew of mercenary 
gents. 

The idea of invading Mexico was originally 
lad encugb, bnt its results have been even 
woise than the origiLal concrqiUon. Dj the 
etnercus, bberty-lcivicg French {reople know 
t' a . tbeir g.'llaat brothers in tbe army have 
been Ugbliog iu Mexico to forie upon a free 
people a system ot toeUl government which 
makee all workirgmen the Flare.* of their em- 
ployers? FreBcbmeu are not lovers of s'avery, 
ana it will be a bitter draught fortUem'.o swal- 
low when they learn tliat their flag, and their 
eolditrs, aid tbeii money are employed tu es- 
tablish slavery upon soil which has been free 
for grnera ion*, and mnke slaves of a (leople 
who have Lot kr.uwn wbit slavery was, except 
from tbe tales told them by runaway slaves 
from ^be Uoited States, to whom they always 
gave a Christian welcC'me. 

Thedeciee ot Maximilian making serfs of 
tbe greater part of the Mexican {ieu[ile, is rais- 
ing a storm agaicst him in England. The Lon- 
don Times £8U*ual, favors tbe Archduke; it ia 
loyal to only one thing, human bondage; but 
1 he Liberal jcurcals speak out loudly. Tbe 
Spectator eaje: 

"It la not eftsblished as a palliative, as a hillr 
road from slavery into freedom, but is impoeed 
upon men wbo have been free for a generation, 
whose children a*e L>orn free, acd who have 
seen one of tbeir own number rise to tbe Presi- 
rency of Mexico. No wonder that alter this 
decree arrived, tbe Times, which has misrepre- 
ser.ted it, showed such leluctance in advising 
Napoleon to retire irom tbe country he was to 
redeem ftem anarchy. There has not been 
inch a v.ctory for slavery since the dav 
John Blown was hanged, or such an ho'ir 
of pleiisnie for the journal which In 
tbe South, aud in the West Indies, and 
on tbe toast cf Africa, and in -Mexi- 
co, pleads always witb sneb varied argn 
meats that tbe laboring class shall be placed 
petmanently at tbe disposal of the emplovers 
of laborers. Anarchy, fersootb! Bsiter 'the 
human race {lerisbed out of Mexico than that 
tbree-fourtbs of its inbabltanU, having aebisved 
{■ersonal freedom, shoutd tbns be reduced once 
more to pass tbeir lives in forced labor for tbe 
benefit ol a class to which thev cannot bopie to 
belong; belter fifty more years of anarchv than 
that the cause ot ftetdom all over the world 
shonld be thus wlUluUy arrested.” 

We wonder if it has oecnired to Mr. Seward 
that when Naptoleon recently rcq'iested tbe 
United Stales to “recognize” Maximilian, the 
fit answer to tble impndent pro(>oeltlon was, 
that tbe United States could not be a party to 
tbe imposition of slavery upon a free people. 
He might in tnin have asked if tbe French na- 
tion had enrk so low as to act the disgracctul 
Mrt of pander Jo slave-dffiders, and U the 
French colors and arms were to be used, in the 
face of the whole world, to establieh slavery on 
free soil?
